THEN THE ALARM BELL RANG. 


MRS. JOSEPH MERKLE HURRIED 
TO THE DOOR. 


There She Found an Infant Well Pro- 
tected With Clothing and a Pa- 
thetic Letter Written by 
the Sad Mother.

No mother who has abandoned her babe 
in St. Louis in recent years ever displayed 
more thought than did the woman who 
was bred in old Kentucky and who on 
Friday night deserted her baby boy. 

The biting wind came directly in the north 
at 8:30 o’clock that evening and persons 
who were or the streets bent their heads 
forward and walked rapidly to protect 
themselves from the wintry blast. Walking 
east on Dorcas street at that hour may 
have bgen seen a woman bearing on her 
arm a chip basket, filled with clothing. The 
basket was not heavy and it did not im- 
pede her progress. 

Near the river on Dorcas street lives Jo- 
seph Merkel and his family, father, mother 
and three daughters, aged 8 6 and 3 years. 
The supper dishes had been cleared away 
and the family were all gathered around 
the big grate ey and Mrs. Merkel was un- 
dressing her smw&liest child to put her to 
bed when above the noise of the wind with- 
out came an unusual sound from the front 
door. 

Mrs. Merkel stopped and Hstened. The 
sound was that of a bell ringing rapidly. 
The Merkel children who were playing on 
the floor sprang to the front door. It flew 
open and on the top step a. basket filled 
with clothing was seen. 

On top of the clothing was a small alarm 
clock and it was ringing vigorously. The 
basket was brought in and when the cloth- 
ing was removed, swaddlied in warm flan- 
nels was found a baby boy, not much over 
a week old. The littie mite of humanity 
was sleeping soundly and when he did open 
his eyes he cooed with delight and a smile 
Overspread the baby mouth. 

Mrs. Merkel took the child in her arms. 
Warm milk was prepared and the baby 
took nourishment as though it were fam- 
ished. In the basket beside the clothing 
was a nursing bottle and a quantity of 
milk. There was also a letter, written on 
foolscap paper with a lead pencil. The let- 
ter. which tells its own story, follows in 
full: 

“Dear Lady—Will you please see that 
somebody wii] please be so kind and see 
that some kind person will adopt this lit- 
tle boy. He is an orphan and has no home. 
You may know some one who has no baby 
and would be glad to take it. 

“Some time next month, when I get paid, 
I will leave a basket with clothes and 
money for the baby on your porch and you 
can give it to the one that gets the baby, 
and then you will never hear from me any 
more, as I am going to Kentucky where 
I live. I do not want to know who you 
give the baby to, as I may never get back 
here any more. I wandered all around and 
did not know where to put it, so I don’t 
know what made me walk toward the river 
and just put it by the first nice place 1 
saw. I was all] tired out. I hope it will get 
a good home.

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Boers Are Invading Cape Colony and Are March- 
ing Through Zululand in Triumph. 
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BRITISH MILITARY EXPERTS 
LAUGH AT THEIR TACTICS. 
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But British Armies Do Not Seem to Be Able to Hold 


Them in Check at 


Any Point Where 


They Appear in Force. 
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LONDON, Nov. 4.—The War Office 
has issued the following announcement: 

“The Colonial Office has received in- 
formation -to the effect that the British 


troops have withdrawn from Colenso and’ 
have concentrated further south, but we 
have no news of any engagement in that | 
neighborhood.” 

News that Colenso has been evacuated 


was another bitter pill for the British 
public, and is arousing fears that the Con- 


defeat of Gen. White may prove true.. A 
significant fact is that the War Office 
does not say when Colenso was evacu- 
ated, so the statement which emanated 
Thursday from Dr. Leyds, the diplomatic 


representative of the Transvaal, who is 


located at Brussels, that the Boers had 
occupied Colenso was nossibly true. 
There is much apprehension that the War 
Office is suppressing bad news. 


NOTE—Colenso is on the railway from Lady- 
smith to Durban, 19 miles from the former place. 


At Colenso the railway crosses the Tugela River. | 


Its evacuation by the British and seizure by the 
Boers severs Gen. White’s communication with 
the outside world by telegraph and prevents the 
sending of troops to his assistance from Durban 


or Pietermaritzburg. 
The British at Ladysmith ere thus completely 


hemmed in. 


The following official announcement has 
just been made by the War Office: 

No news has been received from Laty- 
smith up to 2 o'clock this afternoon. We 
therefore presume that the wire is still 
interrupted. 

In spite of silence, the officials of the 
War Office do not credit the various ru- 
mors as to the position of the garrison, 
atid no grave anxiety is felt at present re 
garding the ability of Gen. White to hoid 
his own. 

The fact that the British War Office 
has received no news of the situation at 
Ladysmith seems to effectually dispose of 
yesterday’s continental rumors of Gen. 
White’s capitulation and kindred stories, 
as, if the General had sustained a severe 
reverse there is no reason to believe but 
that Gen. Joubert would be only too glad 
to forward Gen. White’s official an- 
nouncement of the fact to the nearest 
telegraph station, while, it is added, hau 
news of such a serious character reached 
a foreign government in cipher it would 
undoubtedly have been promptly con- 
reyed to the British Government. 


As the Mosambique cable is still bro- 
ken, it is impossible for any uncensored 
messages to reach Europe, with the ex. 
ception of the dispatches of foreign gov- 


ernments, and, in view of the fact that 


an important victory would be of greatest | 


moral assistance to the Boers, it seems 
obvious that the Boer sympathizers would 
make such an event known as quickly and 
as widely as possible. 

The War Office here is making every 
endeavor to communicate with. Lady- 
smith, so news may arrive at any moment. 
In the meanwhile the best opinion is 
satisfied that if Gen. White keeps strict- 
ly on the defensive he will be able to hold 
his own. 

The British experts smile at the Boer 
plan of campaign, which contemplates | 
seizing Durban in order to prevent the 
landing of Brfitish troops there. 

The Boers are traversing Zululand | 
raising flags over British magistracies, ac- 
cording to a Cape Town dispatch. They) 
are evidently headed for the sea, and will | 
make an effort to capture Durban of | 
some other point on the coast where arms 
can be landed. 

Experts say. this plan has 
fatal defeat, namely, that it ignores the) 
British fleet, under whose guns, it is al- 
leged, the seizure of Durban will be im-

possible. 

The dispatches to-day show that the 
forces of the Orange Free State at length 
are prepared to invade Cape Colony. 
These forces are not overwhelming, but 
the Dutch in the neighborhood of Coles- | 
burg and Burgersdorp are exceptionally 
pro-Boer and their support is evidently 
expected., The objective of this force of 
Bores will probably be Naauwpoort, one 
of the most important strategic railroad 


‘points in South Africa, and which will ' eariier 


probably, it is said here, be the first ad- 
vanced depot of the second division of 
the army corps. Naauwpoort is under- 
stood to be well garrisoned and able to 
take care of itself. Trains thence to Coles- 
burg have been almost suspended. 

The dispatches from Ladysmith, 
though three days old, are regarded here 
as being more cheering, and as indicating

It is understood that the feeling of se- 


}curity at Ladysmith has been greatly in- 


creased since all the Natal guns have 
been mounted there in spite of the know- 
ledge of the garrison of the Boers’ strenu- 
ous efforts to cut the railroad south. 

Advices from Cape Town show that the 
people there are beginning to realize the 
situation in Natal. The merchants are 
apprehensive of the Boers overrunning 
the entire country, and it is reported many 
of them have instructed their representa- 
tives to leave Pietermaritzburg. 

In spite of the optimism of the military 
men, there is a feeling of general anxiety 
at Cape Town. The Orange River is re- 
ported to be so swollen that the drifts are 


impassible and the Boers hold the wagon | 


bridge at Philippolis, which is the only 
means of crossing. 


LORD LANSDOWNE'S NEGLECT 


War Secretary Charged by His Sup- 
porters With Causing the Pres- 
ent Situation at Ladysmith. 


LONDON, Nov. 4.—Almost the only sub- 
ject of discussion this week in England 
was the reverse suffered by Gen. Sir George 
Stewart White, the British commander at 
Ladysmith, and this was made the occasion 
for pouring out torrents of lay criticism and 
advice,

John J. McCloskey’s Effective Answer 
to the Petition for Divorce Filed 
by His Wife. 


The suit of Mrs. Nellle McCloskey against 
John J. McCloskey for maintenance was 
thrown out of Judge Wood's cofrt Satur- 
day where it had been pending two years. 

McCloskey presented a certified copy of 
a decree of a court in North Dakota, di- 
vorcing him from the plaintiff.

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JUDGE ADAMS TOUCHED BY A 
PRISONER’S PREDICAMENT. 


MRS. KRETSCH HAD GONE AWAY. 


Then Peter Kretsch Wrote a Threat- 
ening Letter to Her and She 
Caused His Arrest. 


Judge Elmer B. Adams of the United 
States District Court touchingly addressed 
Peter Kretsch, who was arraigned before 
him Saturday morning on an indictment 
charging him with sending improper ietters 
through the mails. The Judge said. 

“You are guilty of an offense which is 
Ordinarily beyond pardon. It is at my dis- 
cretion to sentence you to 10 years in the 
penitentiary, but the thought of your wife 
and little ones at home, who, I understand, 
are dependent upon you for support, the 
fact that you have never been arrested be- 
fore and have always borne an excellent 
reputation in the community, and moreover 
the consideration that to brand you as a 
criminal might cast a stigma on your 
children for life, moves me to stay a 5Se- 
vere judgment.”’ , 

As the Judge spoke there was perfect §1- 
lence in the court room. His voice was 
subdued and there was sympathy personified 
in its tones 

The prisoner looked up a moment, then 
his eyes drooped toward the floor and the 
tears trickled down his cheeks. 

“Thank you, Judge,’ he whispered hoarse- 
ly. “God knows I never meant to do wrong, 
but this experience has taught me a les- 
son I shall never forget.’’ 

Kretsch is about 38 years old, a-.carriage 
trimmer by trade, and lives with his faml-y, 
consisting of four children, at 1415 Carroll 
street. 

Some time ago his wife deserted him, 
leaving him to care for the young ones. The 
last time he heard of her she was working 
in a tobacco factory. 

After leaving him she went to live with 
a young woman at 1731 South Tenth street. 
He was so angered at her that he sent 
her a letter couched in threatening terms 
and followed it with another, in which he 
accused her of various things. 

The young woman with whom Mrs. 
Kretsch resided also received a communi- 
cation calculated to disturb her peace’ of 
mind, and they decided to notify the Post- 
office Inspector’s Department. Chief Post- 
office Inspector Dice preferred the com- 
plaint, with the two women as prosecuting 
witnesses. 

Mrs. Kretsch seemed anxious to prose- 
cute her husband, but gave no reason why 
she left him. A warrant was issued and 
the indictment was returned by the Federal 
Srandjury. 

Kretseh acknowledged writing the letters 
and said he desired to plead guilty. He 
was then subjected to careful cross-exam- 
ination by the court. 

‘“‘How many children have you?’ was the 
first question asked. 

“Four,” he replied. 
the youngest 7.’’ 

District Attorney Morsey here interposed 
and told Judge Adams that the postoffice 
inspector had informed him that the father 
had treated them well and out of his small 
earnings was striving hard to give them 
an educetion. It was further stated that 
they would be totally neglected if Kretsch 
were sentenced. 

The District Attorney 
plea for clemency and after delivering sub- 
stantiallytthe remarks quoted, Judge Ad- 
ams warned Kretsch that to repeat the 
offense, or in any way violate the Govern- 
ment laws, would cost him JAdearly. He 
added that a fine of $100 would be imposed, 
without orders, but if it were shdwn that 
the defendant had not carried out his 
promises he would be committed to jail. 


ASSAULTED FOR A BAR BILL. 


John Clancy Promptly. Discharged by 
Judge Sidener. 

John ClancY is a laborer employed by the 
St. Louis Transit Co. Friday night, while 
on his way home after a day’s work. he 
stopped in at Theodore Sickel’s saloon, 3202 
Park avenue. A friend was with him and 
he laid down a dime to pay for a glass of 
beer, 

The stories as to subsequent proceedings 
differ. The saloon keeper told Judge Sid- 
ener that Clancy called him bad names and 
disturbed the peace of his. saloon. He 
ejected Clancy ard found it necessarv 
to repeat the ejection four times. Then 
he caused his arrest.

BADGELEY HAS WON AGAIN. 


Suit for Damages Which Has Piled Up 
Costs Against the City. 

The ‘case of William Badgeley against 
the city was closed in Judge Klein's 4di- 
vision of the Circuit Court Friday. Badge- 
ley was given judgment in the sum of $189. 

The suit has been running through the 
courts since 1892, when Badgeley’s horse 
was injured by being driven into a pile 
of dirt in a street near the Farmers’ Fle- 
vator. The city refused to pay him the 
value of the horse and he brought suit for 
damages. He won in the Circuit Court, 
but the city appealed to the Supreme Court 
where it Was reversed and remanded. The 
city may now take another appeal, though 
it has not announced its intention. The 
costs in the case amount to $330.

BATTLE CRIEK, Neb., Nov. 4.—A feat- 

ure of William J. Bryan’s visit to this part 
of the State is the presence of Indians in 
| large numbers at the speeches west of Val- 
, entine. The road runs near the Omaha, 
Sioux and Santa Fe Reeervations. The 
Indians were almost as numerous as the 
'whites at many points, the squaws in their 
‘gay bdiankets adding a vivid dash of color. 
' The red men are a political factor in 
Nebraska, too. They vote, and as they can 
cast about 400 ballots they may decide a 
‘close election. According to most accounts 
ey will vote for the man who saw them 
‘fast. 

They livened with animation to Mr. Bry- 
‘an, but it is said they do not comprehend 
ithe drift of a political argument very well, 
' At Hay Springs, where Mr, Bryan's first 
‘ppeech was made, he said: 

"The ‘Republican party stands for ev- 
erything that it stood for in 1893 and some 
new things that it Radn’t thought of then. 
The new things.are trusts and military oc- 
cupancy.”’ 

While speaking of the trusts he sald: 

“The Republicans have not yet obtained 
control of the water supply. If they had 
they would have formed a corner in rain 
long ago, and you farmers would have to 
pay for every shower you got.” 

On the subject of militarism and the de- 
sire of some Americans that this nation 
should be a world power, he sald: 

“Tt is a world power and has been one 
for a century. It has been a world power 
by force of example and as such has been 
more potent for good than all the empires 
that the world has ever seen.” 

He appealed for a solid majority for the 
fusion ticket in order that the President 
might know that Nebraska stands for the 
Declaration of Independence now and for- 
ever. 

In his epeech at Rushville he said the 
people of the towns were dependent upon 
the farmers for their prosperity and he 
criticised many of them for forgetting it. 
fie said that the price of pumping for welis 
had advanced recently 100 per cent, and 
while it was true that the Republicans 
could not form a trust and charge exorbi- 
tant price for bringing water from the 
sky, they could form a truet and charge 
what they pleased for bringing it up from 
the earth. 

A conspicuous member of Mr. Bryan's 
audience at Rushville was Mrs. Anna Ham- 
mond of White City, aged 10, who had 
come 20 miles to hear him. Ghe walked 
unaided upon the platform, shook hands 
with Mr. Bryan and wished him success. 

Mr. Bryan spoke at Valentine to more 
than 2000 people, drawn ase usual from great 
distances. He attacked the Republican par- 
ty for claiming all the credit when the 
price of any farm product happened to be 
high. 

A year or two ago, he said, one would 
think that they caused the shortage of 
wheat in Europe and. the famine in India, 
thereby putting up the price of American 
wheat; but now wheat is lower than it was 
when they threatened the Bryan panic in 
1896, so they don’t say much about it, and 
instead they talk of cattle, because the 
price of cattle is up. They assume the 
credit for that, too. 

“IT suppose,” he eaid, “that they caused 
the decrease of cattle on the ranges two 
or three years ago, and then they caused 
the Spanish-American war in order to in- 
crease the demand for beef, and that they 
threw thousands of people overboard in or- 


der to make the demand still greater.”’ 

Mr. Bryan's tour of the State, with the 
exception of a series of speeches in Omana, 
(Monday, will close after speeches at the 
following places: Neligh, Oakdale, Tilden, 
Meadow Grove, Norfolk, Stanton, Pilger, 
Wisner, Beemer, Westpoint, Scribner, 
Hooper, Fremont and Lincoln.

Rafter, the surgeon of the 
Twentieth Kansas Volunteers, who came 
back on tne Yartar, the heaviest censure 
is laid. Col. Metcalfe of the same regiment 
Who ¢ommanded the troop ship, Gen. Fun- 
ston being only a passenger, is indirectly 
referred to. 

Many other officers are given a hard 
measure of criticism, but their names are 
being withheld until the War Department 
sees nt to make known the details of tha 
port,

NDBW YORK, Nov. 4.—As a spectacic of 
brutality the Jeffries-Sharkey fight last 
night was never before equaled in any prize 
ring in the United States. The sight of 
Thomas J. Sharkey,-the iron sailor. with 
two ribs broken, with his left eye closed 
and the eyeball swollen, with his face cut 
and bruised and his back bleeding in a 
reore of places, with his ears torn and his 
nose battered, lying on a couch 
weeping like child over ais de- 
Teat, formed fitting spectacle at 
the close of the most disgustingly brutal 
fight in the history of the slugging busi- 
ness. Even hardened foilowers of the prize 
ring admitted that the sight was “not 
pleasant’’ after the beginning of the sev- 
enteenth round, when so-called pugilistic 
generalship gave way to animal endurance, 
and the power to withstand blows, any one 
of which would have killed an ordinary 
man inetantiy, was the only test of su- 
premacy. : 

Blood flowed and flowed 
sides. Face and body ‘alike 
terrific blows, and a gash was torn under 
Jeffries’ jeft arm. The skin was ripped 
from his forehead and he. bled profusely. 
Maddened at the sight of blood, Sharkey 
rushed upon him with the fireceness of a 
demon, pounding him over the heart and 
causing him to reel and stagger. The 
fierceness of the Sallor surprised every- 
»-body. He split his opponent's nose and 
nearly broke the bone. He cut him be- 
hind the left ear and bruised his face un- 
til there was a huge protuberance on the 
left chéek bone. He belted him in the 
face, pounded him on the body like a pile- 
driver, almost tore the flesh from his bones 
with terrible swings. They. clinched 
and pummeled and panted until human en- 
durance seemed stretched to the limit, and 
then, after a brief rest, again went at each 
other, each apparentiy determined to win, 
even though at of the life. 
Sharkey's foot slipped where the biood of 
Jeffries had wet the floor, and Jeffries eplit 
the sailor's ear while he was trying to re- 
gain his foothold. 

Only twice during the entire exhibition of 
blood and muscle were they seen to smile. 

They were not there for pleasure. 

They were there to do of die. 

Outside of the arena’‘it was raining and 
storming. The crowd was wet and disa- 
reeable. For two hours before the time set 
or the fight the 10,000 spectators sat, im- 
patiently awaiting the arrival of the gladi- 
ators. rying to forget their own disagree- 
@ble situation did not improve their tem- 
per. Besides, the men were so evenly 
Matched that there was no certainty whic 
way the'fight would go. All betting was a 
wild hazard, at best. The crowd handled 
its money gingerly and looked for the best 
of it. Ten thousand sports were on the 
anxious seat. They wanted their man to 
win, which ever he happened to be, and the 
result to him or his opponent was a mat- 
ter of supreme indifference to them. What 
they wanted was a victory for their side. 

y knew that the result would be ciose, 
and they were prepared for any amount of 
blood and bruises. The faces of the crowd 
Were almost uncanny in their flerceness. 

When they used to talk of things terrible, 
followers of the prize ring would tell of the 
famous meeting between Slavin and Peter 
Jackson, which was both long and fierce. 
Hereafter the only example of things ter- 
rible will be the Jeffries-Sharkey fight of 
last night. Even John L, Sullivan, that 
magnificent bruiser, never delivered such 
blows or withstood such tremendous energy 
as did the two men who faced each other 
last night. Twice as many blows were 
siruck by Jeffries and Sharkey as by Jack- 
son and Slavin, and they were admittedly 
harder blows than were landed by 
two old-timers. Many of them would have 
felled an Ox, and most of them would have 
kiiied an ordinary citizen of this repubiic. 

So strong were these two men at the 
Biart that it seemed impossible for either 
or them to make an impression upon the 
other. The fiercest kind of a blow apparent- 
ly had no effect. When they were 
oughly warmed up they would land on each 
Other with terrible force, jarring each other 
to the vory heels, but not for a lone time 
did elther of them siagger. The heaviest 
blow on either neck scarcely moved it or 
changed the position of the head. The only 
effect was to cut and bruise and tear and 
lacerate, and at times it scemed that the 
force of the blows must inevitably tear the 
flesh from the bones of the combatants.

Sharkey proved himself a little wonder. 
He is billed to a return match. He says 
he was robbed of a victory fairly won. 

Sharkey received a blow in tae fifteenth 
round that crippled him more than the spec- 
tators realizea. ‘wo of his ieft rios were 
broken, and the sailor sank as if he were 
about to fall. 

When he went to his corner he grabbed 
his side with the right hand and breathed 
a little hard. O'Rourke rubbed it and per- 
Suaded him that the injury was siight. In 
the sixteenth round Tom stepped around 
game.y, but was not able to use his ieft 
hand with any effect. This member was 
piepast useless during the remainder of the 

gnt. 

After all was over a physician examined 
Sharkey and ordered him sent to New York 
in a carriage. He will remain in his room 
until the broken ribs mend. 

There is one point that stands out more 
prominently than anything else, and that 
is tha Jeffries was not able to toy with 
Sharkey as he did with Fitzsimmons. Shar- 
key fought with sp.endid judgment from 
the very start. He forced the fight, just as 
Fitzsimmons did, but with better judg- 
ment. 

Jeffries was the same cautious, careful 
fighter, and he took no chances until] he 
thought he had his man where he wanted 
him. He did very little leading in the first 
WW rounds, He let Sharkey do tnat, and the 
sailor certainly made things’ warm every 
minute of the time. 

Jeffries’ pian of action was to stay away 
until the sailor tired himseif out. Then, he 
thought, was the time to “go in and mix 
it wp.’’ This plan of action convinced the 
referee that~Jefferies was entitled to the 
decision, for when the champion did ‘‘cut 
loose’’ he make Sharkey: have 
“queer” street, although he was not square- 
ly knocked down at any stage. 

His inability to knock Sharkey out come 
in the nature of:.a surprise to those who 
had heard of the champlion’s wonderful 
punching ability.

_— il beyond question that Sharkey has 
mproved wonderfully in the last year, and 
that he is to-day the only man in America 
who is in the same class as Jeffries as a 
fighter. 

The details of the 25 rounds were fully 
presented in the special telegrams for the 
Post-Dispatch extra last night. 

Sharkey’s wonderful condition was one of 
the reasons why he stayed the limit. He 
was simply in distress, but so powerful 
that he could not have been beaten down 
with a meat ax. 

Sharkey tasted Jeffries’ strength, too, and 
it was remarkable. The sailor rushed in- 
cessant!y during the greater part of the 
fight and had little trouble in landing his 
left hand on Jeffries’ jaw. He swung re- 
peatéd jolts that were powerful enough to 
have Knocked an ordinary pugilist out in 
jig time. But, beyond a slight rocking of 
the head, Jeffries did not show any sign of 
pain; 

Jeffries used head work during Sharkey’'s 
attacks, by driving in right-hand body 
punches -in almost every round. These 
blows undoubtedly weakened Sharkey, but 
they were not so effective as the left-

The fight was one of the fastest for the 
weight ever seen In America. 

Jeffries did not look t® be in the same fine 
shape that he was on the night he beat 
Fitzsimmons. He did not have the steam 
in his punches in the early part of the fight 
and did not do the clean work which Fitz- 
simmons had to contend with. But all of 
his faults were overlooked when he “cut 
loose’ in the last part of the fight. Shar- 
key demonstrated that he has as great a 
left as there is in the ring.
